Cmplalnts made by Sheriff Doo- 
llttle lo Federal officers recently 
started that department on an Inves- 
tlgattoo Into the workings of bonus 
"agents" Id the Lake lleglon It was 
staled by Sheriff Doolittle'a office 
that several places In the county had 
been entered by men who styled 
themselves "Federal prohibition of 
fleers" and collected sums of money 
ranging from 1200 lo 1600 on the 
grounds that the owner of the es- 
tablishment must either "pay np" or 
"take a ride." 

That this was nol the first time 
that such activities had come to the 
attention of the federal department 
was freely admitted. Bogus agenU 
are being held In a county Dot far 
distant according to statements of 
U. 8 officers and now face trial for 
shakedowns of this nature. 

It was pointed out by authorities 
that federal agents may make ar- 
rests but under no conditions may 
they Impose or collect Dues neither 
Is there anything in the Illinois 
statutes authorising county officials 
to Impose or collect tines under like 
circumstances. 

"Trespassing" Not Popular 

It has been suggested that force of 
habit acquired In many previous ex- 
periences led resort owners In the 
region lo be easy prey to this form 
of swindle and that greater care 
should have been exercised on the 
part of the vIctlmB to see that the 
shake down artists were armed with 
the "proper credentials." It has 
been hinted that this report of "tres 
passing" by bogus rederal ageuts 
did not prove to be very popular at 
Waukegan.
